W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 24—The presi­ 
dent signed the deficiency appropria­ 
tion bill this morning, blit no signa­ 
ture 
has 
been 
affixed 
to 
the 
tariff bill as yet to-day. 
The origi­ 
nal copy of the tariff bill was re­ 
turned to the President yesterday by 
Secretary Carlisle, in whose custody 
it has been since it was brought to 
the w hite house. 
“M atters were in an unsatisfactory 
condition when I left 
the 
white 
house,” rem arked Speaker Crisp yes­ 
terday, “the President not 
having 
made up his mind in regard to the 
tariff bill. 
Inasmuch as the ten days 
fixed by law in which the bill can go 
on the statute books w ithout the 
President’s signature do not expire 
till Monday it has been deemed a safe 
course to keep congress in session 
until Tuesday. 
This will be done 
from day to day unless in the mean­ 
time Qie President should change his 
mind and either sign the tariff bill or 
veto it and send in a message giving 
his reasons for such action. 
As soon 
as it becomes known just w hat the 
fate of the tariff bill will be congress 
can be adjourned w ithin an hour.”

W a sh in g t o n, Aug. 24.—Representa­ 
tive Amos J. Cummings, chairm an

and billets furnished to the govern­ 
m ent by the Carnegie Steel company. 
The investigation has been in progress 
for weeks and during its course testi­ 
mony has been given by the principal 
officials of the Carnegie company, 
by workmen and by 
governm ent 
officials. 
The 
report 
is 
a 
re­ 
markably complete review of the 
case. 
The 
committee 
finds 
th a t 
charges of fraud have been sustained, 
scores the company severely and rec­ 
ommends th at fifty-nine suspected 
plates in use should be tested as the 
only method of proving their fitness 
or unfitness. 
It only finds th a t the 
governm ent 
inspection 
was 
neg­ 
ligent, but no charges of dishonesty 
rests upon 
the 
inspectors. 
Ac­ 
companying the report was a joint res­ 
olution to authorize and direct the 
secretary of the navy to remove from 
the Monadnock, the monitor Terror, 
the ships Oregon, Indiana and Massa­ 
chusetts and the cruiser Monterey 
certain specified arm or-plates and to 
subject them to the ballistic test a t 
the Indian Head proving ground.

Ciu s a g o , Aug. 24.—General Manager 
John A St. John of the Rock Island 
Railway company, testified before the 
labor commission yesterday. 
W ith regard to the deputy marshals, 
Mr. St. John flatly contradicted Chief 
Deputy Marshal Donnelly, who testi­ 
fied Wednesday. 
Mr. Donnelly said 
th at some four thousand men were 
sworn in as deputy marshals at the 
request of the railway companies; 
th at they were under the command 
of the railw ay companies and were 
paid by them and th at the United 
States m arshal had nothing to do with 
them after swearing them in. 
Mr. St. John swore th a t the United 
States m arshal requested his company 
to furnish men to act as de Duties; th at 
his company’s officials exercised no 
control over the deputies and did not 
know w hat they were doing; th at the 
deputies did not report to any officer 
of the Rock Island company, and th at 
the company had not paid and did not 
expect to pay any of these deputies, 
but supposed the governm ent would 
pay them. 
Replying to Chairman W right Mr. 
S t John said th at his company owned 
and controlled 3,570 miles of track, 
and th at the employes of the company 
numbered 12,117. 
“Please state in your own way w hat 
you know of the recent difficulty over 
the strike and boycott, and the events 
th a t occurred,” said Mr. W right 
“To relate all the events is not in 
the pc>wer of any one man,” replied 
Mr. S t John. 
“The report of the 
m atter in which a brief of the occur­ 
rences is set out for the use of our 
company 
makes 
a book 
of more 
than 2,000 pages. 
I have had pre­ 
pared a short statem ent which I will 
read to you,” and Mr. S t John took 
from his pocket a bulky typew ritten 
document, 
’"Please do so, and then file it with 
the comniission, ” said Mr. R ight 
“Before proceeding,” said Mr. S t 
John, “I desire to correct an error 
which seems to have gotten abroad 
60me way to the effect th at 
this 
trouble was a strike on the Rock Isl­ 
and Illinois Central roads. 
Such is 
not the case. 
There was no trouble 
on the Rock Island until tw o days be 
fore the strike and the company had 
received no notice from the men of 
intention to refuse to handle Pullman 
cars. 
“The trouble on the Rock Island 
road began at Blue Island on June 
12ft,” Mr. St. John w ent on to read. 
“T hat night there was a meeting in a 
hall at Blue Island, when it was voted 
to order a strike on the Rock Island. 
Speeches were made by Mr. Debs and 
others. 
Of the 400 men at the m eet­ 
ing not more than one-third were em­ 
ployes of the Rock Island.” 
Mr. St. John gave the names of a 
score or more of men who were not 
railroad men but were engaged in 
other occupations at Blue 
Island. 
Among these were brickm aker,saloon- 
keepers, bartenders, tailors, plum bers 
and men of other trades. 
Mr. S t 
John recited how the first train was 
stopped at Blue Island on June 2ft by 
the flagmen and gatem en leaving their 
posts. 
The strike was inaugurated 
on the Blue Island a t 
7 
o’clock 
June 30. 
A train which attem pted to 
pass was stopped by the mob and the 
engineer and fireman were dragged 
from the engine. 
Cars were over­ 
turned, switches were turned and 
spiked and coaches were run to the 
dislocated tracks. 
(In July I a mob went to the railway 
shops and told the men there to come 
out, as this was a fight between labor 
and capitaL 
After this all attem pts 
to run trains were abandoned, and 
Mr. S t John gave the commission the 
list of the annulled trains. 
At this point in his exam ination Mr. 
St. John was excused till 1:30, when 
he was interrogated w ith regard to 
the General Managers’ association. 
M anaget St. John concluded 
by 
stating th a i his road was not obliged 
by contract to rum Pullm an cars.

developed when his brother arrived 
in the city last evening, called from 
his bench in the C. Sc N. W. shops at 
Baraboo by a dispatch annonncing his 
brother’s death. 
Ingalls was a son of 
Mrs. Agnes Ingalls, who resides with 
her daughter, Mrs. W. H. Cornea a, 
104 North Bluff street. 
Ingalls left a wife, two brothers and 
three sisters: W. F. Ingalls, of Bara­ 
boo; Charles G. Ingalls, of St. Paul; 
Mrs. W. H. Corneau, of this city; Mrs 
Thomas Kneeland, who resides near 
Madison, and Mrs. Jessie Mullen, of 
Campbell, Minnesota. 
A Chicago dispatch sayB Ingalls had 
been acting for some time as a detec­ 
tive, and it is supposed he was “ shad­ 
owing” the men who were stealing a 
ride in the car that was crushed. There 
were 
seven 
of 
the 
men in a 
lumber car. They occupied a space be­ 
hind the lumber in the end of the 
car. 
When the car was derailed the 
lumber shifted and crushed three to 
death, wounding another so he died 
soon after. 
The names of the killed 
are as follows: 
Thomas Ingalls, about 40 years old, 
whose wife lives a t 427 West Madison 
street, Chicago. 
Charles Klein, aged about 30, whose 
mother and wife live somewhere in 
Chicago. 
Stephen Ontke, between 40 and 50, 
who leaves a wife in Austin and a son 
in Chicago. 
The injured are as follows: 
S. W. Waterman, of 892 West Polk 
street, Chicago, said to be married; 
badly injured about the head, will 
recover. 
George Plant, of Chicago, bruised, 
not severely.

The train was

Ingalls has been a private detective 
in Chicago for several years, being 
known sometimes as William a How­ 
ard and sometimes as William A. Had­ 
ley. 
He was a particular friend of 
Sergeant McDonald, Detective Wood­ 
ruff and other well known officers 
They saw him alive and well Wednes­ 
day, and refused to believe he could 
be the man who was dead. 
He was at his home Wednesday 
evening|for a short time, and went 
away without saying when he would 
be back or where he was going to. He 
might have reached Fort Atkinson in 
an attem pt to follow and shadow the 
men who were stealing a ride on the 
train; but this his friends claimed to 
have been impossible and last night 
they refused to believe that he was 
dead. 
Ingalls was remembered by Chicago 
dog fanciers, says the Herald, through 
the exhibition of his big St. Bernard, 
Rose, at the last dog show. 
He was 
employed at one time, it was said, by 
the police, at Field & Leiter’s as an 
expert “ spotter” and he had told one 
of the officers last week that he was 
doing private work for Marshal Field. 
He was a popular man on West Madi­ 
son street. 
Mrs. Ingalls received a telegram 
early last evening from J. A. Emery, 
coroner at Fort Atkinson, who in 
formed her of the death of Ingalls and 
inquired if he should ship the body to 
her at once. 
At first she would not believe her 
husband was the man but she came 
up from Chicago at noon today and 
fully identified 
the remains. 
The 
body was brought from Fort Atkinson 
at 12:40 and was buried at 4 o’clock 
this afternoon in Oak Hill. 
The other two men who were killed 
yesterday left Chicago only a few days 
ago bound for the Pacific coast hop­ 
ing to benefit their health. 
How 
they came to be in a box car home­ 
ward bound nobody can explain.

Waterman, One of the Survivors of the 
Fort Atkinson Smash-Up, Had the 
Top of His Head Lifted Off His 
Brain—Only 
the 
Skin Held 
It 
On. 


W. H. Cornean returned from Fort 
Atkinson at noon, where he went this 
morning to claim the body of bis 
brother-in-law, Thomas Ingles, who 
was killed in the railway wreck yes­ 
terday morning. 
Mr. Corneau was 
teen soon after his return by a Gazette 
reporter. 
“ Ingles was smothered to death in 
the wreck,” he said. “The most pecu­ 
liar case I ever heard of is that of 
Waterman, one of Ingles’ compan- 
ons. 
Waterman was struck on the 
head by some timbers. 
His head, or 
the top of his head, from a line 
drawn around just above the ears was 
lifted clear, being cut off except a 
small piece of skin just above the 
eyes. 
The skull was toiii awny from 
the brain and held between two tim­

several 
inches 
from 
the 
rest 
of 
the 
head. 
Waterman 
not knowing that his skull was off 
tried to liberate himself, but was not 
successful.

If the foot of a fly is put under the 
glass of a good microscope it may be 
seen how simple is the contrivance 
that seems able to defy the laws of 
gravitation. 
The foot is made up of 
two pads, covered with fine, short 
hairs, with a pair of curved hooks 
above them. 
Behind each pad is a 
tiny bag filled with clear liquid gum, 
the hairs also being hollow and filled 
with the same sticky fluid.

fly glides rapidly over a smooth sur­ 
face every step presses out a supply 
of gum strong enough to give him a 
sure footing and to sustain him in 
safety if he halts. 
So strong is the
